American Soldiers Have Died 
In N. Korean Prison Camps 


Hunsan, Korea, Dec. 28—(JP)—The IT. N. command said today at 


least 450 American soldiers have died in North Korean prison camps. 


An official communique said that is 77 per cent of United Nations 


troops known to have been imprisoned In rear areas and not accounted 
for In last week's list of living prisoners. 


Simultaneously the Communists indicated a complete list of living 


U. N. prisoners already'is in Allied hands. 


The 450 soldiers were not among those listed on the Communist 


roster of 11,550'prisoners. They apparently were among 571 Americans 
the Reds said Wednesday had died of disease or were killed by Allied 
air raids or artillery fire. 


The U. N. command said its announcement was based on a study 


•.j. of the Reds' Wednesday report. 


"We must presume they died in 


prison camps," said Brig. William 
P. Nuckols. official U. N. "spokes- 
man. "This Is the first time we 
have had knowledge of any deaths 
in prison camps".

Harrisburg, Dec. 28—ZP—Penn- 


sylvania's school teachers have it 
straight from Gov. John S. Fine 
himself that they're getting a $56,- 
000,000 a year pay boost. 


Fine announced he had signed 


the necessary legislation—passed 
by the 1951 legislature—last night 
in an address before the annual 
convention of the Pennsylvania 
State Education Association. 


It will mean an immediate $200 


a year salary increase for most 
teachers and will be in addition 
to $200 more allotted the teachers 
under mandated increases granted 
by the 1949 legislature. 


The governor said he signed the 


bills in fulfillment of hisVampaign 
pledges and with "tremendous sat- 
isfaction." 


The pay boost was supported by 


the PSEA which contended that it 


is needed to "recruit new teacher* 
and to hold our present teacher* 
in their positions."

WASHINGTON COLUMN * 


More Than Wages Is Involved 
In Present Steel Negotiations 


BY PETER EDSON 


NEA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Steel wage negotiations in Washington, 


which failed under Federal Mediation Director Cyrus S. Ching, 


who tossed the mesa to President Truman, involved far more than 
getting the steelworke.s another five to seven cents an hour. 


Government officials dealing witii wage stabilization questions seem 


ready to concede that the steelworkers may have something coming 
to them on the cost-of-living score alone. 


If this were the only thing at stake, the whole business could 
probab^ v"» wound up 'without a strike on Dec. 31. 


What seems to be in the background here is a desire to set a brand 


new wage formula. 


This is apparent not only in the steelworkers' demands' for a total 


increase of something like 16 cents an hour. It is also apparent in 
the fringe demands. 


These include a guaranteed annual wage and other benefits. As a 


side issue, the CIO-Textile Workers' head, Emil Rieve, talks about 
the need for a $1.25 minimum wage. The present minimum under 
the Fair Labor Standards act is 75 cents. 


What the steelworkers are after is something like an industry aver- 


age of $1.95 an hour. This would give an annual wage of $4076 for 
2080 hours of work a year. This is what Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has calculated it takes to keep an average city family of four. 


The present average annual wage in steel is $3723, calculated at 


$1.79 
an hour. Iron and Steel Institute says the average hourly rate 


in September was $1.97. This figures to $78 a week or $4056 a year. 
pHIL MURRAY is playing a shrewd game In his new demands. He 
x is apparently relying somewhat on a manifest -weakness in the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 


In the past year, the WSB has shown a willingness to approve "wage 


increases over and above its freeze formula, if the fringe increases 
can be given a proper label. 


A five to seven cents an hour raise might well fall within the WSB's 


present formula allowing raises of 10 (to 13) per cent to'meet cost 
of living increases since October 1950. 


Beyond that the steelworkers seem to hope that WSB will top Its 


incentive pay allowance in the Jones and Laughlin case last November. 


Another few cents might be approved for an annual productivity 


increase now enjoyed by General Motors employes. 


Perhaps a few pennies more for guaranteed annual wage allowances 


and other pennies for severance pay, week-end premiums snd other 
fringe allowances. They would all add up to a healthy increase. 
'THE industry claims each one-cent-an-hour in wage increases boosts 
A its costs $20 million a year 
The steelworkers claim the figure 


should be $6 million. 


Philip Murray claims further that the industry could afford to pay 


up to 20 cents 'an hour more in wages without destroying its profits. 
Which the industry, of course, disputes. 


I'-jn and Steel Institute maintains that while the cost of living has 


risen 17 per cent since 1947, wages have gone up 28 per cent. Arid 
so the arguments fly back and forth. 


At any rate, the dispute is now in Truman's hands. He'll probably 


turn it over to the WSB and ask Murray to hold off the threatened 
strike. 


The government's extreme action jn response to a strike would be 


an injunction against the union, under the Taft Hartley act. 


Whether President Truman would go that far, in the face of his 


past efforts to have the act repealed, is problematical. It all might 
depend on how tough he feels when he wakes up on New Year's,

For sheer drama, the MacArthur saga is without 
parallel In recejnt history. 
In I960, the general was first Commander-in- 
chief of United Nations forces, supreme Allied 
commander for occupied Japan, and head of Am- 
erican armed forces in the Far East. Now Mac- 
Arthur is still a five-star general but he has been 
stripped of .all command. 
MacArthur's firing by President Truman last 
April llxwas a shock to many Americans. A pro- 
fessional fighting man for 52 years, MacArthur 
came home to flgth for his strategy on how to win 
the Korean war. 
- His "old soldiers never die" speech before Con- 
gress and his testimony before a Senate committee 
of inquiry brought about what has been called 
the Great Debate on American foreign policy in 
the Far East. Arrayed against him were the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son. 
Republicans generally massed to support 


MacArthur. 
Friends insist MacArthur's name will be entered 
in state primaries as a Republican candidate for 
president next year. But these friends still have 
to convince the general. On that score, Mac- 
Arthur said: 
"I have-'no political aspirations whatsoever. I 
do not intend to run for any political office and I 
hope that my name will never be used in a politi- 
cal way. The only politics I have is contained in 
a simple little phrase known well by all of you— 
God bless America." 


JOHN FOSTER DULLES was cited as top man 
In foreign affairs over Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson and Premier Mohammed Mossadegh of 
Iran. 
Dulles, a Republican, has been asked by three 
Democratic Presidents to help formulate and carry 
out the nation's foreign policy. In 1917, Woodrow 
Wilson asked him to negotiate with Cenral Ameri- 
can countries over protection of the Panama Canal. 
In 1945 Franklin D. Roosevelt tapped him as ad- 
viser .to-th9 IT. S. delegation at the charter con- 
ference of the United Nations in San Francisco. 
President Truman asked him to take charge of 
drafting the peace treaty for Japan.

gained new fame last year. The treaty has been 
called a "pact of reconciliation—not of venge- 
ance."

All are 1951 Noble prize winners. Dr. Theiler and 
members of his Rockefeller Foundation staff de- 
veloped a vaccine for yellow fever. Dr. Seaborg 
and Dr. McMillan, University of California Chem- 
ists did atomic research.- 


The Theiler project was fraught with danger. 
Six co-workers died and Theiler himself was 


stricken with yellow fever. They developed a new 
form of the yellow fever virus after transferring it 
through 200 generations of chickens in a controlled 
series of exp.riments. This neiv virus produced a 
mild form of the disease which provided immun- 
ity to virulent yellow fever. It saved many lives 
of soldiers in \Yorld \Yar H.

dustry. A year ago he was president of General 
Electric.

Secondary Recovery Methods Bring 
New Oil Supplies From Old Fields 


New Tork, Dec. 27— (*£»)—Oil- 


men know exactly where billions 
and billions of barrels of oil lie 
under the United States that they 
haven't yet been able to coax to 
the surface. 


Some of them think they're go- 


ing to be able to find the way— 
and soon. Defense needs of the 
nation for oil reserves that can be 
used spur the oil engineers and 
chemists on. 


Other billions of barrels that 


oilmen once gave up as lost for- 
ever they have now learned how 
to bring forth. By injecting salt 
water or natural gas deep into the 
earth they have brought back to 
life old oil fields they once thought

milked dry. They expect this way 
to recover an. estimated 75 billion 
barrels once thought lost. 


But that still leaves oil they 


know Is there but can't pull out 
of the pores of the rock and sand 
where nature produced it. 


Perhaps 150 billion or 200 bil- 


lion barrels are in known oil 
fields but beyond the reach of cur- 
rent methods of recovery. This oil 
is a prize worth working for— 
especially In the nation's defense. 


Now they are turning to chem- 


istry to get it. They are sticking 
hypodermic needles of acid deep 
into the earth to eject the oil from 
the rocks. Some are using deter- 
gents to flush oil loose from the 
porous rocks in wihch it hides. 
Some use carbon dioxide in the 
water which they flood old oil 
fields to push the oil toward the 
bottom of wells that are going 
dry. Fatty acids and ammonia 
salts are also said to induce the 
rocks to cast off the oil that 
clings to them. 


Other chemists are experiment- 


ing with bacteria to stimulate the 
underground'flow of oil from the 
oil-bearing sands to the bottom of 
oil wells. 
Some are testing out 


the effects of heat on the reluct- 
ant oil stores. 


Much of this oil was once 


thought lost because in the early, 
days of the oil industry men 
knew only one way of getting oil 
—pumping 
out 
the 
petroleum 


which flowed by natural means to 
the bottom of the well. The nat- 
ural means was pressure. 
The 


fruitful sands bore not only oil 
but gas and water. The pressure 
of the gas and water forced the 
heavy, slow-flowing oil from' the 
.porous rock toward the point of 
relief—the well casing where the 
pressure could escape from the 
earth. 


But the gas and water came to 


the surface with the oil. In time 
there wasn't enough pressure from 
gas and oil to force any* more oil 
to the well casing. 
Oilmen were 


reconciled to abandoning an oil 
field after getting anywhere from 
15 to at most 50 per cent of the 
oil which their wells had tapped. 


Then they learned that« by 


pumping back this gas and water 
down dfy wells into the ore-bear- 
ing sandings they could create 
the pressure to bring up more oil. 
By this method—called secondary 
recovery—they are now able to 
get from 70 to 80 per cent of the 
oil content of the fields. 


What this means can be shown 


by specific examples. Engineers of 
the Stanolind Oil and Gas Co. have 
estimated these changes in recov- 
erable totals of oil after repres- 
sunng fields with natural gas: The 
Midway pool in Arkansas without 
injections would produce 28 mil- 
lion barrels. 
With injections it 


should produce 51 million barrels. 
The Haynesville pool in Louisiana, 
without injections 23 million bar- 
rels; with, 55 million barrels. The 
Schuler field in Arkansas, without 
injection 30 million; with, 65 mil- 
lion barrels. 


Oilmen now start these second- 


ary methods in a new field right 
after they start the primary re- 
covery—that U, the pumping to 


the surface of the oil which na- 
ture's forces to the bottom of the 
well. This early use of secondary 
recovery assures a steady flow for 
years and a maximum recovery— 
under preesnt methods. 


They are also re-entering oil 


fields 
once 
abandoned. 
They 


pump gas or water or both down 
old wells under pressure. To 
hasten the time it takes this water 
or gas to force the oil to the bot- 
tom of producing wells, they often 
put a vacuum on the producing 
well. Thus they both push and 
pull the oil from the rocks. 


But it's in the laboratory that 


the new methods may be found— 
the tertiary recovery 
through 


chemistry. 
In laboratories core 


samples—that is, cylindrical bor- 
ings or rock frmo the oil bearing' 
fonntaions at the bottom of wells 
—are .treated. Chemists say they 
know now how to get all but five 
to eight per cent of the oil out 
of the sample cores—contrasted to 
the 25 to 30 per cent that re- 
mains in the rock under methods 
of 'secondary recovery now used. 


The trick is to turn these labor- 


atory methods into commercial 
field methods that are cheap 
enough to be practical.

New York, Dec. 28—(&}—Rus- 


sia and the United States moved 
closer today to their first major 
encounter in sports, taut whether 
it would occur in the winter Olym- 
pic games in Oslo or not until 
the summer games at Helsinki was 
open to doubt. 


Many world records have been 


claimed in Moscow but few ath- 
letes from behind the iron curtain 
have competed in the free world— 
and there have been 
some em- 


barrassing desertions 
from 
the 


teams of Russia's satellites such 
as in tennis tournaments or the 
1948 London Olympic games. 
* 


Soviet Russia has never com- 


peted in trie Olympics, but it took 
another step 
in that 
direction 


when the Soviet Olympics com- 
mittee decided in Moscow to in- 
form Finland that a "preliminary 
agreement" had been reached to 
participate at Helsinki July 10- 
Aug. Z. 


The Norwegians are generally 


convinced the Russians will show 
up for the games at Oslo Feb. 14- 
25. The United States is sending a 
team of 79 competitors to Oslo and 
the usual full Olympic team

The late Walter Johnson wasn't nearly as successful as a manager 
at he was a pitcher. 


If you'd **k moat baseball men to name the three most successful 


managers of the past they'd probably list the late John McGraw, 
Connie Mack and Joe McCarthy.

carried out for air but reported 
the effect was from too much 
Christmas cheer rather than gas. 
No casualties were reported from 
the incident. 


Officials of the James City Gas 


company expressed belief that 
frost had formed in the line and 
was moving through 
when 
it 


blocked-up. As pressure increased, 
the block loosened and let the gas 
through normally. Gas pressure 
from regulators into the commun- 
ity lines remained constant.
